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AUCTION  COMPLEXITIES

Every  specialized  form  of  social  activity  has  its  complexities  and  tribal  rites  which  appear 
simple  to  the  insiders.  For  those  outside  the  charmed  circle  these  are  often  transformed  into 
impenetrable  mysteries.  As  usual  there  is  something  to  be  said  for  the  understanding  and  the 
confusions  of  both  groups.  The  popular  numismatic  auction  sale  provides  a perfect  example 
of  a relatively  simple  form  of  group  activity  the  mechanics  of  which  are  not  always  clear  to 
the  participants.  For  this  reason  we  feel  a few  general  comments  about  some  of  the  pressure 
points  may  be  useful. 

In  essence  an  auction  is  a device  that  permits  a quantity  of  merchandise  to  be  disposed 
of  to  the  highest  bidder.  In  the  remoter  corners  of  New  England  the  wandering  summer  tourist 
stumbling  on  one  of  these  affairs  can,  or  used  to  be  able  to,  come  happily  home  with  an  old 
rocking  chair  or  primitive  farm  implement  (very  useful  in  decorating  the  den)  purchased  for 
a dollar  or  two.  But  a numismatic  auction  is  something  else  again.  The  merchandise  more 
often  than  not  has  an  absolute  intrinsic  value  missing  from  the  type  of  material  being 
offered  in  a country  sale  of  used  household  goods.  In  many  catalogues  each  lot  is  furnished 
with  an  estimate  of  the  approximate  price  the  auctioneer  thinks  the  coin  should  bring.  This 
estimate  is  based  on  his  experience  and  familiarity  with  the  market.  For  various  reasons, 
frequently  impossible  to  predict  these  days,  the  actual  selling  price  may  vary  significantly 
from  the  estimate.  It  is  our  experience,  however,  that  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  the  varia- 
tions are  above  the  suggested  estimate  rather  than  below.  Nevertheless  every  Auction  House 
is  bedeviled  by  the  persistent  unrealistic  bargain  hunter.  He  sends  in  several  hundred  bids 
for  any  given  Sale,  each  one  only  a fraction  of  the  reasonable  market  price  for  the  coins 
being  offered.  Handling  these  bid  sheets  is  uselessly  time  consuming.  No  one  is  going  to 
buy  a $5.00  gold  piece  for  $5.00  these  days,  yet  we  have  seen  exactly  this  bid  on  more 
occasions  than  one. 

A successful  bidder  in  our  March  Mail  Bid  Sale  recently  asked  us  some  pertinent 
questions.  He  felt  that  he  had  bid  liberally  and  wanted  to  know  why  he  won  so  many  Lots 
at  his  highest  figure.  Our  subsequent  comments  are  based  on  the  reply  given  this  gentleman. 
We  feel  that  they  may  be  of  equal  interest  to  other  collectors. 

When  12,000  catalogues  are  mailed  to  customers  in  this  country  and  abroad  we  receive 
a great  many  bid  sheets,  as  can  be  imagined.  These  are  numbered  on  receipt  and  entered  into 
a bid  book.  As  the  bids  pile  up  a consistent  pattern  develops.  One  characteristic  of  this  pattern 
is  duplication  among  the  bids  for  each  Lot.  There  are  also  insignificant  variations  in  amounts. 

Duplications  in  bids  are  handled  on  the  “first  come  first  served”  basis.  The  man  who 
has  the  lowest  number  assigned  to  him,  based  on  the  date  his  bid  sheet  was  received,  gets 
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the  Lot.  A single  duplicate  bid  on  the  highest  level  for  a particular  Lot  is  enough  to  establish 
the  sale  price.  In  other  words,  the  successful  bidder  gets  the  coin  for  the  exact  price  he  bid 
and  not  for  less.  In  addition,  very  frequently  close  underbids  have  the  same  effect.  Almost 
all  this  collector’s  bids  were  subject  to  these  factors. 

The  5%  increase  over  the  previous  highest  bid,  mentioned  in  the  Terms  of  Sale,  is  adhered 
to  within  the  limits  of  practical  common  sense.  Closing  out  a Mail  Bid  Sale  is  an  extremely 
complicated  process  and,  at  the  same  time,  it  must  be  handled  as  quickly  as  possible.  When 
dealing  with  large  figures  the  percentage  doesn’t  present  much  of  a problem.  Small  bids  are 
something  else  again  and  must  be  worked  out  to  the  nearest  important  fraction.  Several  of  the 
bids  under  consideration  fell  into  this  category. 

The  assumption  that  a collector  should  be  able  to  count  on  receiving  coins  for  amounts 
lower  than  he  bids  is  valid  only  in  the  hypothetical  case  where  he  submits  uniformly  high 
figures.  Very  few  do.  An  examination  of  the  inquirer’s  bid  sheet  for  this  particular  Sale 
showed  that  out  of  a total  of  twenty  four  bids  submitted  he  was  successful  in  thirteen  and 
unsuccessful  in  eleven.  This  indicates  that  the  bids  were  not  liberal,  as  he  suggested,  but  fell 
in  the  dead  center  of  the  total  bid  pattern.  In  most  cases  if  they  had  been  a few  cents  to  a 
dollar  less  he  would  have  received  very  few  Lots,  whereas  an  equally  small  increase  would 
have  given  him  several  more. 

MORE  ABOUT  CLEANING  COINS

After  reading  the  two  articles  on  cleaning  coins  in  your  Numismatic  Review,  Vol.  XI, 
No.  4—6,  it  occurred  to  me  that  some  of  your  readers  lacking  a good  knowledge  of  chemistry 
might  misapply  either  of  the  mentioned  cleaning  methods  with  disastrous  results. 

The  first  involves  the  use  of  ammonia  water,  which  is  a destructive  cleaning  agent  when 
used  on  copper,  bronze,  brass  or  other  copper  containing  alloys.  No  matter  how  dilute  this 
solution  is  made,  the  chemical  principle  prevails  that  ammonia  in  water  dissolves  copper  to 
form  the  ammonia-copper  complexion.  Thus  you  brighten  the  coin  by  stripping  off  some  of 
the  metal  along  with  the  corrosion.  Some  ancient  copper  and  bronze  coins  are  corroded  to 
almost  sponge-like  structures  while  appearing  to  be  relatively  sound  on  the  surface.  Soaking 
such  a piece  in  ammonia  water  will  result  in  a loss  of  surface  detail,  and  may  cause  actual 
crumbling  of  the  coin. 

The  second  article  mentions  the  use  of  electrolytic  cleaning  without  detailing  the  pro- 
cedure. This  is  the  same  process  as  used  in  metal  plating.  The  piece  to  be  cleaned  is  immersed 
in  an  alkaline  solution  as  the  anode  (positive  pole),  or  the  cathode  (negative  pole),  and  the  elec- 
tric current  is  passed  from  the  anode  through  the  solution  to  the  cathode.  If  the  coin  to  be 
cleaned  is  made  the  anode,  metal  will  be  removed  along  with  the  corrosion.  If  the  coin  is 
made  the  cathode,  any  positive  charged  impurities  in  the  solution  will  be  plated  on  it,  and  may 
show  up  as  stains  difficult  to  remove.  Electrolytic  cleaning  requires  skill  in  preparing  and 
maintaining  solutions,  and  selecting  the  proper  voltage  and  current  density  for  the  job. 

Why  all  this  fuss  about  removing  a little  metal  from  the  surface  of  a coin  if  it  improves 
the  appearance  of  the  piece?  Any  coin  struck  in  a die  is  impressed  with  the  many  irregularities 
on  the  surface  of  the  die.  These  include  texture,  tooling  nicks  and  scratches,  corrosion  pitting 
during  storage,  stress  cracks,  impressions  of  die  clashes,  and  evidence  of  re-engraving.  These 
may  serve  to  distinguish  coins  struck  by  different  dies,  as  well  as  later  restrikes  from  the 
original  dies.  They  may  also  aid  in  identifying  original  pieces  from  counterfeit  strikings  and 


casting.  Thus  the  removal  of  even  a small  amount  of  metal  could  make  the  authentication  of 
a valuable  coin  difficult,  if  not  impossible.  Therefore,  the  only  acceptable  chemical  cleaning 
agent  should  be  one  which  you  are  certain  will  remove  or  reduce  corrosion  products  without 
altering  the  metallic  surface. 

Since  more  than  a dozen  different  metals  of  widely  varying  chemical  properties  have  been 
used  pure  or  in  alloys  for  coinage,  the  selection  of  a chemical  cleaner  involves  a knowledge 
of  metallic  content  of  the  piece  to  be  cleaned  as  well  as  compatibility  with  the  available 
chemical  agents.  In  the  absence  of  adequate  reliable  information  in  this  field,  I would  strongly 
recommend  that  one  limit  coin  cleaning  activities  to  the  use  of  a mild  soap  or  detergent,  per- 
haps with  the  aid  of  an  ultrasonic  cleaner,  followed  by  a thorough  hot  water  rinsing  and 
careful  drying. 


THE  ELECTRUM  STATER

It  is  the  Editor’s  normal  custom  to  publish  interesting  pieces  of  correspondence  without 
the  names  of  the  writers.  In  most  cases  the  reasons  for  preserving  the  anonymity  of  the 
sources  are  obvious.  But  there  must  always  be  an  exception  to  a rule.  The  following  letter 
from  Professor  Weber  would  lose  a great  deal  of  relevance  if  his  name  were  to  be  omitted. 

I) ear  Sir: 

On  page  114  of  the  NUMISMATIC  REVIEW  you  ashed  for  a coment  on  the  customer’s 
reaction  in  the  case  of  the  Carthaginian  electrum  piece.  Well,  you  ashed  for  it. 

The  case  in  point  was  interesting  to  me,  since  I took  a highly  similar  lot  recently  at 
Auction.  My  piece  also  has  an  edge  cut,  hut  is  not  much  better  than  fine.  Its  color  is  yellowish, 
except  on  the  rather  worn  high  places,  which  have  a silvery  color  A The  weight  of  my  piece 
is  7.37  grams.  Its  specific  gravity  is  13.4,  which  would  indicate  a fineness  of  about,  500/1000 
if  it  consists  only  of  gold  and  silver.  If  copper  is  present  in  the  alloy,  however,  the  fineness 
would  be  higher.  If  the  alloy  were  entirely  of  copper  and  gold,  the  specific  gravity  would 
indicate  a fineness  of  about  620/1000,  but  this  seems  improbable,  to  judge  from  the  color, 
which  would  seem  to  indicate  that  silver,  not  copper,  is  the  chief  alloying  component. 

Now  my  comment  on  the  customer’s  reaction:  Any  collector  buying  a coin  at  $260.00 
should  check  its  specific  gravity  as  soon  as  he  receives  it.  This  only  takes  a few  minutes  using 
very  simple  and  inexpensive  equipment  such  as  that  described  in  my  article  in  the  November, 
1953,  issue  of  the  NUMISMATIST . lie  should  also  have  referred  to  Jenkins  and  Lewis, 
CARTHAGINIAN  GOLD  AND  ELECTRUM  COINS  (1963),  which  is  now  definitive  for 
the  series.  If  he  had  done  so,  he  might  very  well  have  noticed  No.  322,  which  has  a specific 
gravity  of  13.37.  If  the  coin  were  indeed  genuine,  he  should  have  been  satisfied  at  this 
point. 

On  the  other  hand,  I am  by  no  means  entirely  unsympathetic  with  this  man,  who  is  more 
likely  a business  man  than  a professional  numismatist.  The  description  of  this  piece  was 
inadequate  and  probably  inaccurate  to  some  extent.  The  cataloguer  should  have  referred  to 
much  more  recent  literature  and  should  have  in  any  event  included  the  specific  gravity  of 
the  piece,  which  is  certainly  an  essential  point  in  describing  ancient  electrum  coins,  parti- 
cularly those  of  the  Carthaginian  series,  since  the  fineness  of  these  commercially  important 
pieces  sank  in  a manner  which  Jenkins  and  Lewis  plot  out  in  detail.  The  specific  gravity 
is  therefore  important  in  assigning  the  coin  to  the  right  group  and  period \ The  piece  in 
question  perhaps  belongs  to  Group  VI,  which  Jenkins  and  Lewis  believe  to  be  about  290-280 
B.  C.,  not  241-146  B.  C.,  as  given  in  the  catalogue. 
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All  of  this  should  he  a lesson  to  both  parties,  and  if  you  do  not  print  this  1 guess  1 
deserve  a lesson.  Something  about  where  to  cast  pearls.

* I am  not  certain  about  the  explanation  of  this  phenomenon,  which  I have  observed  on 
other  ancient  coins  of  low  gold  content,  such  as  those  of  the  Little  Kushans.  These,  however, 
have  a coppery  color  on  the  high  places.  Perhaps  we  can  account  for  the  phenomenon  as  fol- 
lows: Gold  is  quite  sluggish  about  entering  into  any  chemical  compounds.  During  centuries 
of  burial  elements  in  the  soil  might  unite  with  and  eventually  dissolve  away  the  surface 
atoms  of  the  copper  or  silver  with  which  the  gold  is  alloyed,  leaving  a very  thin  outer  layer 
of  more  or  less  pure  gold.  When  the  coin  is  handled  after  it  is  unearthed,  the  minute  layer  of 
relatively  pure  gold  is  soon  worn  off,  leaving  a differentiated  color  on  the  high  areas  that 
contrasts  to  the  color  on  the  lower  areas. 


Editor’s  Note:  We  trust  that  Dr.  Weber  will  be  satisfied  with  the  way  he  has  disposed  of 
his  pearls.  The  last  paragraph  in  the  body  of  his  letter,  made  us  think.  The  problem  is 
simply,  one  of  our  professional  responsibility  for  being  familiar  with  an  article  about 
specific  gravity  published  seventeen  years  ago. 

The  first  step  in  dealing  with  the  matter  was  to  refer  to  Elvira  Clain-Stefanelli’s  very 
useful,  “Select  Numismatic  Bibliography”.  We  were  not  disappointed.  Dr.  Weber’s  name 
appears  in  the  index  just  once,  as  the  author  of  a paper  entitled,  “Notes  on  the  origin,  de- 
velopment, designations  and  weights  of  German  Talers”,  also  published  in  THE  NUMIS- 
MATIST in  1953.  Under  the  circumstances  this  did  not  seem  helpful.  Fortified  with  the 
information  provided  by  the  author,  however,  we  were  able  to  go  (after  the  event)  direct  to 
the  source  and  discovered  his,  “Specific  Gravity  Determinations  and  Their  Practical  Appli- 
cations to  Numismatics”,  on  pages  1152-1155  in  THE  NUMISMATIST,  Volume  66,  No.  11, 
November,  1953. 

We  have  now  read  Dr.  Weber’s  most  competent  discussion  of  this  important  question 
and  are  deeply  impressed  with  his  technical  expertise  and  scholarship.  Every  Collector  who 
follows  our  example  will  be  able  to  spend  many  happy  hours  trying  to  figure  out  how  to 
put  Dr.  Weber’s  system  into  practice.  The  only  trouble  is  that  if  we  had  done  so  while  cata- 
loguing the  Knobloch  collection  the  Sale  would  not  yet  be  held.  Somehow  the  angle  of 
viewing  the  matter  is  important. 

It  can  be  added  that  there  is  another  aspect  of  the  problem  overlooked  by  Dr.  Weber, 
but  mentioned  by  other  correspondents.  The  following  letter  is  a polite  example  from  among 
several  expressed  in  more  trenchant  terms: 

Dear  Sir: 

I should  lilce  to  comment  with  respect  to  your  editorial  in  Numismatic  Review,  Vol.  XI, 
No.  4-6,  inasmuch  as  such  comments  are  invited. 

The  Knobloch  auction  was  not  an  approval  sale.  Moreover,  the  cataloguer  specifically 
states  that  lots  will  not  be  returned  without  prior  approval  from  Stacie’s.  Thus,  the  buyer 
from  Michigan  had  no  legal  right  in  refusing  Lot  673 — without  first  fulfilling  the  condi- 
tions of  the  Sale. 

From  a moral  viewpoint,  however,  I must  support  the  Michigan  collector.  My  examination 
of  the  Knobloch  catalogue,  Lot  673,  revealed  that  there  was  no  mention  of  the  test  scrapes 
on  the  stater’s  edge.

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THE  BRUSSELS  PEDIGREE  MYSTERY,  or  THE  STRANGE  CASE  OF  THE 

DOUBLE  SOUYERAIN  D OR

During  the  reign  of  Maria  Theresa  single  or  double  souverains  d’or  were  minted  in 
Vienna  and  in  three  different  mints  located  in  the  Austrian  Netherlands;  namely,  Brussels, 
Antwerp  and  Bruges.  In  the  year  of  her  death,  1780,  double  souverains  d’or  were  only  minted 
in  Vienna  and  Brussels.  These  coins  all  have  the  head  of  the  empress  on  the  obverse,  first  as 
a youthful  woman  and  finally  with  veil  in  mourning  for  her  husband,  Francis  I,  who  died  in 
1765.  The  reverse  carries  a shield  bearing  the  Arms  of  Austria  and  Burgundy  with  the  Bur- 
gundian Cross  behind.  Towards  the  end  of  the  reign,  the  details  of  the  reverse  design  became 
quite  different  for  the  Vienna  and  Netherlands  coinage.  When  it  developed  that  a professional 
numismatist  of  my  acquaintance  was  not  familiar  with  this  change  a train  of  events  was  set 
in  motion  and  I found  myself  involved  in  the  Brussels  Pedigree  Mystery.

During  mid-1967  a coin  dealer  advertised  a gold  coin  which  he  described  as 
Austria,  Friedberg  No.  272,  2 souverains  d’or  1780,  E.  F.,  $97.50.  The  second  edition  of 
Friedberg1  only  tells  us  that  this  coin  carries  the  mintmark  “W,”  or  no  mintmark  at  all,  and 
was  struck  from  1756  to  1780.  The  other  issues  of  the  denomination  are  listed  in  Friedberg 
as  having  mintmarks  of  a hand,  lion  or  head.  At  the  time  the  coin  was  advertised,  the  only 
more  detailed  reference  readily  available  to  me  was  S.  R.  Mort.2  This  book  indicates  that  the 
piece  was  minted  in  Vienna  and  was  of  a unique  type,  being  the  only  double  souverain  d’or 
with  the  initials  IC-FA,  for  the  mint  master  and  assayer  respectively.  Based  on  this  informa- 
tion, the  price  of  $97.50  was  extremely  reasonable  and  I quickly  wrote  to  the  firm  asking  that 
they  send  me  the  coin  on  approval.  From  my  first  letter  no  one  could  suspect  how  many 
more  letters  would  follow  from  such  an  innocent  beginning,  least  of  all  myself. 
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The  answer,  which  arrived  promptly,  indicated  that  the  firm  did  not  deal  in  approvals 
but  that  the  coin  had  been  reserved  for  me  and  would  not  be  sold  to  anybody  else.  My  next 
letter  (No.  3)  contained  a check  for  $97.50.  Their  reply  was  a real  shocker  as  they  informed 
me  that  the  coin  was  sold  and  my  check  was  returned.  Letter  No.  5 was,  not  unexpectedly, 
rather  testy.  I suggested  they  had  not  acted  in  good  faith  and  quoted  their  letter  about  reserving 
the  coin.  Furthermore,  they  were  reminded  that  they  had  once  sent  an  Austrian  ducat  when 
I had  ordered  a half  sovrano  and  that  I was,  therefore,  not  impressed  by  either  their  knowledge 
or  their  reliability.  I do  get  a little  verbose  when  aroused  by  having  failed  to  obtain  a coin 
which  appears  to  be  a real  bargain. 

This  should,  in  the  normal  course  of  events,  have  been  the  end  of  the  whole  transaction 
but  obviously  it  was  not,  or  the  story  of  the  Brussels  Pedigree  would  never  have  been  written. 
The  following  is  quoted  from  their  next  letter  (No.  6):  “In  reply  to  yours  of  recent  date,  in 
reference  to  Austria  Fr.  272,  this  coin  had  been  put  away  for  you  and  when  we  received  your 
check  we  mistook  your  name  for  someone  else.”  The  letter  went  on  to  ask  me  to  promptly 
send  my  remittance  and  apologized  for  any  inconvenience.  Dismayed  at  having  a name  easily 
mistaken  for  somebody  else’s,  I sent  another  check  and  apologized  for  half  of  the  unpleasant 
things  I said  about  them  but  explained  that  under  the  circumstances,  my  previous  ill-feelings 
were  at  least  well  justified.  The  coin  arrived  sans  letter  but  for  continuity’s  sake  let  us  con- 
sider the  coin  shipment  as  letter  No.  8. 

The  next  letter  was  quite  different.  In  letter  No.  5 I was  angry  at  their  perfidy.  In  letter 
No.  9 I gave  up  and  assumed  them  incorrigible.  This  letter  is  quoted  in  just  about  its  entirety 
below: 

“I  find  dealing  with  you  to  he  both  amusing  and  exasperating.  You  sometimes  have  coins 
of  interest  to  me  hut  you  can’t  identify  them  correctly. 

As  per  enclosed  coin  envelope  and  numerous  advertisements,  you  were  supposed  to  have 
sent  me  Austria,  2 souverains  d’or,  1780,  F.  F.,  Friedherg  272.  This  would  have  been  a rather 
desirable  coin  minted  in  Vienna,  mintmaster  initials  IC  and  assayer  initials  FA.  With  these 
initials  this  coin  was  of  a type  unique  in  only  one  year,  that  is,  1780.  Instead  you  sent 
Friedherg  275,  head  mintmarh  (see  illustration  for  Friedherg  278),  a coin  of  lower  evaluation 
in  Friedherg  and  one  minted  in  this  type  in  Brussels  from  1758  to  1780,  hence  a much  more 
common  item.  Furthermore,  I grade  your  coin  lower  than  EF  hut  I consider  this  a minor 
disagreement  and  subject  to  judgment.  Please,  in  the  future  talce  more  time  and  identify  coins 
correctly  or  alternately , for  Austrian  gold  only,  send  the  coins  to  me  and  I shall  identify 
them  for  you.  You  pay  postage  and  I get  first  choice  to  buy  the  coins. 

For  the  present,  your  coin  is  worth  only  $90.00  to  me.  Please  refund  $7.50  or  aslc  me  to 
return  the  coin.  There  is  no  charge  for  the  attribution.” 

Besides  writing  the  letter,  I also  called  them  and  conveyed  a sarcastic  message  but  we 
shall  leave  this  mode  of  communication  unnumbered.  The  asking  for  a refund  of  $7.50  was 
of  course  purely  symbolic  or  punitive.  I just  wanted  formal  admission  of  their  shortcomings 
and,  most  likely,  to  build  up  my  ego  at  their  expense.  Letter  No.  10  contained,  as  requested,  a 
refund  check  for  $7.50.  With  what  I now  know,  losing  the  coin,  which  could  have  happened 
due  to  my  own  pettiness  in  asking  for  such  a ridiculous  refund,  would  have  been  financially 
unwise  and  wouldn’t  have  given  me  the  chance  to  write  about  all  these  amusing  antics. 

Like  all  coins  of  reasonable  value  should,  the  double  souverain  d’or  went  promptly  into 
a bank  vault  to  remain  there  safely  and  to  be  admired  rarely.  Its  main  distinction  was  that  so 
many  letters  had  been  required  for  the  purchase.  Obviously  I never  dreamed  that  the  correspon- 
dence had  just  barely  begun.  The  coin  was  hardly  on  my  mind  for  a couple  years  except  that 
once  in  a while  I wished  it  were  in  better  condition.  If  someone  had  offered  to  trade  for  a 
different  date  in  Uncirculated,  I would  most  likely  have  jumped  at  such  an  opportunity. 
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Fortunately,  trades  in  double  souverains  d’or  of  Brussels  are  not  exactly  frequent  in  the 
U.  S.,  or  for  that  matter,  anywhere  else. 

During  November  of  1967  Mr.  Hans  Schulman  very  kindly  mailed  to  me  on  loan  a 
Miller  zu  Aichholz3  and  I remember  noting  with  some  surprise,  that  the  1780  double  sou- 
verain  d’or  of  Brussels,  though  listed,  was  not  to  be  found  in  any  of  the  collections  referred 
to  in  this  most  important  work  on  Austrian  coinage.  This  naturally  indicated  that  the  coin 
was  rare,  but  I obviously  was  still  not  curious  enough  to  look  further.  (Mr.  Schulman  sug- 
gested I should  bid  a “bit  over  $100”  for  the  Miller  zu  Aichholz  at  his  then  forthcoming 
auction.  I bid  $112  by  mail  but  the  lot  went  for  $130.00.) 

By  early  1969  I had  obtained  double  or  single  souverains  d’or  of  Maria  Theresa  minted 
in  Antwerp,  Bruges  and  Brussels,  but  a coin  minted  in  Vienna  was  still  lacking  and  T was 
determined  to  correct  the  omission.  The  Hess-Leu  auction  of  June,  1969,  in  Lucerne  pro- 
vided an  opportunity  because  it  was  singularly  rich  in  this  type  of  coinage.  Four  Vienna 
pieces  were  offered  with  one  of  them  being  the  1780  coin,  precisely  the  item  which  I thought 
I had  ordered  in  letter  No.  1.  Since  prices  in  reference  books  are  quite  useless  in  deciding 
how  much  to  bid  on  coins  such  as  these  which  are  very  rarely  offered,  it  needed  going 
through  many  auction  catalogues  to  determine  reasonable  bids.  I was  finally  successful  in 
securing  a Vienna  minted  coin  but  while  doing  the  research  on  auction  results  I still  found 
no  recorded  sale  of  a Brussels  double  souverain  d’or  of  1780.  Still  I did  nothing.

During  May  of  1970  a series  of  events  finally  aroused  me  from  my  lethargy  and 
resulted  in  my  looking  for  all  available  data  on  the  now  obviously  rare  coin.  As  usual, 
these  events  began  in  an  unexpected  manner  and  I ask  the  reader’s  indulgence  for  a 
digression.  A Swiss  firm  advertised  the  very  beautiful  Austrian  100  Schilling  1935,  for  sale 
at  a whopping  list  price  of  about  $1800.  This  is  definitely  a desirable  coin  with  a mintage, 
according  to  Jaeckel4,  of  951  pieces.  But  because  it  appears  only  about  once  each  year  at  a 
major  auction,  the  number  of  specimens  extant  must  be  far  below  the  mintage  figure.  I offer 
as  proof  of  this  last  statement  the  fact  that  Austria,  100  Kronen  1923,  (mintage  617)  and 
the  U.  S.  Panama-Pacific  $50  Round  or  Octagonal,  (mintages  of  483  and  645  respectively) 
all  appear  far  more  often  at  major  auctions,  or  on  price  lists,  than  the  aforementioned  100 
Schilling  of  1935.  This  last  coin  sold  at  Stack’s  Gaston  Di  Bello  sale  of  October  1969  at 
$475  which  was  possibly  a little  less  than  it  would  have  brought  in  Europe  at  the  time.  Any- 
way, the  list  price  of  $1800  appeared  too  high  and  an  inquiry  went  to  a firm  in  Switzerland 
asking  whether  the  coin  did  indeed  sell  at  that  figure.  In  my  letter  I pointed  out  that  the 
series,  possibly  due  to  speculative  pressures,  had  briefly  skyrocketed  in  price.  This  was  evi- 
denced by  the  Dorotheum  (Vienna)  Auction  #316,  January,  1970,  at  which  a 1936,  100 
Schilling  (mintage  12,417)  went  to  the  buyer  for  about  $560.  However,  successive  auctions 
had  returned  things  back  to  nearer  normalcy  and  more  reasonable  prices.  The  answer  to  my 
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question  was  a perfect  example  of  non  sequitur.  There  was  no  mention  at  all  of  the  1935,  100 
Schilling  piece.  Instead,  I was  kindly  asked  to  please  evaluate  for  them  a rare  Austrian 
sovrano  which  had  not  appeared  at  auction  for  many  years.  Delighted  at  having  being  asked, 

I wrote  a two  page  letter  evaluating  their  coin  based  on  my  feelings  and  fortified  by  very 
limited  facts.  Quid  pro  quo,  at  the  end  of  the  letter,  I finally  asked  them  for  information 
about  my  baffling  double  souverain  d’or.  Thus  we  have  letter  No.  11  in  this  resurgent  series. 
All  the  other  letters  since  No.  10  did  not  count  because  they  did  not  deal  with  this  specific 
coin.  (During  October,  1970  a 100  Schilling  1935  was  sold  at  auction  in  Germany  and 
reached  a price  to  the  buyer  of  about  $1350,  in  light  of  which,  the  $1800  list  price  does 
not  seem  too  unreasonable  anymore.) 

The  reply,  No.  12,  was  an  eye  opener.  After  thanking  me  for  help  on  their  coin  they 
informed  me  that  as  “you  probably  know”  my  coin  was  listed  by  Jean  de  Mey  who  mentions 
that  3,556  pieces  were  struck  but  describes  it  as  “pas  vu”,  that  is,  not  seen.  They  also 
indicated  a desire  to  buy  the  coin.  My  return  letter  asked  for  a detailed  reference  on  de  Mey, 
preferably  a copy  of  the  pertinent  page,  plus  some  further  clarifications  on  minor  points 
mentioned  in  their  previous  letter.  At  the  same  time,  now  thoroughly  aroused  from  my  long 
stupor,  off  went  letters  to  dealers  and  experts  to  obtain  more  information  on  what  I now 
considered  a real  find.  I initially  wrote  to  Mr.  A.  Delmonte  in  Brussels,  Mr.  J.  P.  Divo  of 
Bank  Leu  and  to  Henry  Grunthal  of  the  ANS.  Since  answers  did  not  arrive  as  rapidly  as 
I had  hoped,  additional  letters  went  out  to  the  Bundessammlung  in  Vienna  and,  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  Henry  Grunthal,  to  Jacques  Schulman  in  Amsterdam.  I do  not  know  why  I had 
to  be  reminded  to  write  to  Amsterdam  as  I was  fully  aware  of  Mr.  Schulman’s  qualifications 
for  answering  such  questions. 

When  replies  finally  started  coming  in  they  were  in  general  agreement.  The  letters 
either  gave  me  consistent  information  or  told  me  to  write  other  experts,  whom  I had,  how- 
ever, already  been  consulted.  Dr.  Jungwirth  of  the  Bundessammlung  informed  me  that 
though  listed  in  various  books  such  as  de  Witte5  and  Miller  zu  Aichholz,  the  existence  of 
an  actual  coin  of  this  date  and  mint  was  not  known  in  Vienna.  He  also  requested  photographs 
and  I mailed  to  him  35mm  color  slides  of  the  obverse  and  reverse  plus  an  enlarged  view 
showing  the  date  and  head  mint  mark.  Similar  photographs  are  used  in  this  article.  Mr. 
Jacques  Schulman  gave  me  the  detailed  de  Mey6  reference  and  informed  me  that  he  had 
never  come  across  a specimen.  After  I sent  him  photographs,  he  agreed  that  the  condition  of 
the  coin  was  probably  VF/EF  and  suggested  that  this  find  should  cause  a lot  of  interest  in 
Holland.  Mr.  Grunthal  kindly  supplied  me  with  copies  of  the  pertinent  pages  in  de  Mey.  The 
firm  which  gave  me  the  first  clue  to  the  de  Mey  reference  wrote  a few  more  letters  as  they 
wanted  to  see  and  purchase  the  coin  but  instead  they  also  received  photographs.  Just  about 
everybody  was  heard  from  and  they  are  all  thanked  in  this  article  for  their  patience  in  answer- 
ing my  numerous  questions  and  for  their  willingness  to  be  importuned. 

After  the  double  souverain  d’or  apparently  proved  to  be  unique,  it  seem  worthwhile  to 
attempt  tracing  its  previous  owners.  Accordingly,  I wrote  the  gentlemen  from  whom  the 
coin  had  been  purchased  telling  them  that  it  turned  out  to  be  rare  and  requested  information 
about  its  origins.  My  attempt  to  obtain  a pedigree  was  stopped  short  when  they  replied  that 
thousands  of  coins  had  been  purchased  since  mid-1967  and  that  it  would  be  impossible  to 
identify  the  previous  owner.  This  lack  of  good  record  keeping  was  hardly  a surprise  con- 
sidering my  past  experiences.  Nevertheless,  I examine  their  ads  hoping  to  find  another 
bargin  but  dreading  the  number  of  letters  which  might  be  necessary  to  make  a purchase.  It 
is  sobering  to  think  that  if  the  coin  had  been  correctly  identified  I would  almost  certainly 
never  have  ordered  it  at  the  asking  price. 

Any  article  about  a find  such  as  this  where  a coin  known  to  have  been  struck  finally 
turns  up  after  an  inexplicable  absence  of  a couple  hundred  years  would  be  incomplete 
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without  some  comment  about  its  present  value  and  the  reason  for  its  disappearance.  The 
Brussels  double  souverain  d’or  of  1780  is  an  important  piece  struck  in  a memorable  year 
by  a major  mint  still  in  operation.  The  date  is  numismatically  familiar  thanks  to  the  millions 
of  Maria  Theresa  Thalers.  The  coin  weighs  11.05  grams,  while  the  weight  listed  by  Miller 
zu  Aichholz  is  1 1 .06  grams.7  If  there  existed  a U.  S.  coin  of  similar  rarity  and  importance, 
in  today’s  market,  it  would  probably  bring  a five  figure  price.  Of  course,  the  piece  would 
have  surfaced  long  ago  and  by  now  be  in  museum.  Foreign  coins  are  fascinating  because 
information  about  them  is  not  readily  available.  While  a rare  foreign  coin  can  still  be  found, 
don’t  expect  to  retire  on  the  proceeds  when  you  do.  The  consensus  of  several  experts,  whom 
I consulted  by  letter,  is  that  the  double  souverain  d’or  would  bring  a low  four  figure  price 
if  sold  at  a major  auction. 

The  next  logical  step  was  to  ask  the  Brussels  Mint  if  they  could  throw  any  light  on  the 
disappearance  of  the  coins.  Inasmuch  as  they  have  not  replied,  I can  only  give  the  reader  an 
idea  of  my  own.  With  only  3,556  minted  in  1780,  it  is  possible  to  assume  that  a majority  of 
the  issue  might  have  been  used  in  a single  payment  to  another  country  and  then  melted 
down.  This  is  not  necessarily  unlikely  because  there  are  historical  precedents.  For  example, 
Jaeckel8  states  that  the  Austrian  4 ducat  pieces  of  1908  are  rare  despite  an  issue  of  about 
80,000.  He  suggested  many  of  these  coins  may  have  been  used  to  compensate  Turkey  for 
the  Austrian  occupation  of  Bosnia  and  Herzegovina.  It  would  not  take  much  of  an  inter- 
national payment  to  dispose  of  all  the  1780  double  souverains  d’or.  It  can  also  be  mentioned 
that  the  1773  issue  was  limited  to  3,605  pieces  and  here  again  de  Mey  lists  the  coins  as  “pas 
vu”.  (Should  you  find  a double  souverain  d’or  of  1773  struck  in  Brussels  please  send  it  to 
me  on  approval.  I will  promptly  remit  $90.00  regardless  of  condition  — but  I do  prefer 
Uncirculated.)  I think  the  international  payment  theory  is  the  most  plausible  explanation  for 
the  rarity  of  the  coin.  If  the  Brussels  Mint  comes  up  with  some  other  credible  conjecture,  per- 
haps their  response  will  appear  in  a future  issue  of  this  magazine. 

The  total  number  of  letters  generated  in  connection  with  buying  the  coin,  finding  infor- 
mation about  it,  and  getting  this  article  published,  has  now  reached  the  astounding  total  of 
fifty-five.  With  the  article  in  print,  I feel  duty  bound  to  send  copies  to  all  my  helpful  collabo- 
rators, especially  those  in  Europe  who  might  not  in  the  normal  course  of  events  read  “The 
Numismatic  Review”.  One  of  these  days  the  coin  will  be  sold  and  more  correspondence  will 
result.  Estimating  conservatively,  I would  therefore  expect  a total  of  about  seventy  to  eighty 
letters  by  the  time  it  passes  to  the  next  owner.  One  lesson  to  be  learned  from  this  story  is 
that  you  should  not  collect  rare  foreign  coins  unless  you  enjoy  writing  letters.  I might  sug- 
gest a corollary,  that  if  you  do  enjoy  writing  letters,  collecting  rare  foreign  coins  should 
amply  satisfy  your  epistolary  proclivities. 
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THE  MODERNIZATION  OF  ISLAMIC  COINAGE  TYPES

In  a previous  article  (Numismatic  Review,  Vol.  X,  4-6,  1969)  “Development  of  Islamic 
Coinage  Types”,  I showed  how  the  coinage  of  new  empires  or  states  in  the  Middle  East  was 
at  first  imitative  and  then  creative  as  these  political  units  became  established  and  produced 
a distinct  culture  of  their  own.  Illustrations  were  given  of  the  very  imitative  Arab-Sassanian 
and  Arab-Byzantine  coins  and,  in  contrast,  the  high  art  of  the  coinage  of  the  Classical 
Caliphate.  Various  examples  of  the  later  Islamic  coinage  provided  further  evidence  that  the 
trend  was  a continuing  one. 

In  this  article  I will  deal  with  the  improvement  in  Islamic  coinage  undertaken  as  one 
small  reform  in  the  general  modernization  of  the  Middle  East  during  the  19th  and  20th 
Centuries.  The  process  will  be  seen  to  parallel  to  some  degree  the  earlier  numismatic  patterns 
in  the  same  geographical  areas.  To  a large  extent  this  modernization  in  coinage  types  was 
an  effort  to  make  Islamic  coins  conform  in  weight  and  general  design  to  European  standards. 
In  imitating  the  West,  the  Islamic  world  was  again  looking  to  outside  sources  for  even  such

a mundane  thing  as  a coin  design.  The  phenomenon  is  continuing  and  it  is  still  unclear  how 
long  it  will  be  before  the  new  states  of  the  Middle  East  develop  types  which  reflect  both  their 
past  and  their  future.  Israel  faced  the  same  problem  and  her  first  coins  followed  European 
styles.  But  her  most  recent  issues,  especially  her  commemoratives,  are  a blend  of  modernity 
and  ancient  tradition  that  is  quite  refreshing.  Unfortunately,  the  example  of  Israel  in  this 
regard  will  hardly  be  thought  a model  by  the  Islamic  states.  Egypt  alone  seems  to  be  progress- 
ing in  an  attempt  to  combine  her  historic  past  with  the  present  in  numismatic  design. 

A revolution  brought  about  by  the  reform  minded  rulers  of  Islamic  states  during  the 
19th  Century  resulted  in  technical  improvements  in  the  coinage.  Chief  among  these  reformers 
were  Selim  III  (1789-1807),  Mahmud  II  (1808-1839),  and  Abdul  Mejid  (1839-1861)  in  the 
Ottoman  Empire;  Muhammad  Ali  (1806-1849)  in  Egypt;  and  Fath  Ali  Shah  (1797-1834)  and 
Nasr-ed-din  (1844-1896)  in  Persia.  Changes  undertaken  by  these  rulers  were  at  first  defen- 
sive. They  were  regarded  as  the  only  way  the  Muslim  East  could  survive  the  encroachments 
of  Europe  and  Russia.  It  was  paradoxical  that  the  new  methods  had  to  be  borrowed  from 
the  very  enemy  the  East  hoped  to  defend  itself  against.  At  first  modernization  was  attempted 
by  the  military  in  the  hope  that  army  reforms  alone  would  be  sufficient  to  revive  the  East’s 
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power  without  any  appreciable  sacrifice  of  Islamic  tradition.  By  the  middle  of  the  19th 
Century  most  leaders  saw  that  so  restricted  an  effort  was  not  enough.  Economic  and  social 
progress  was  necessary  for  even  continued  military  improvement. 

Coinage  was  a prime  concern  of  the  reformers  for  two  main  reasons.  A Westernized 
currency  system  more  closely  aligned  to  European  monetary  values  would  stimulate  trade, 
and  the  new  coins  would  also  serve  an  important  propaganda  function  because  they  would  be

handled  by  everyone.  An  improvement  in  coin  designs  and  production  techniques  would 
provide  visible  evidence  of  progress.  A reform  of  the  coinage  was  also  needed  to  stabilize 
the  disarray  of  Middle  Eastern  currency  systems  caused  by  the  influx  of  precious  metals  from 
the  New  World  in  the  16th  and  17th  Centuries.  Inflation  and  currency  debasement  had  re- 
sulted, and  the  Islamic  world  began  to  rely  more  and  more  on  the  stable  European  trade 
coins  such  as  the  Maria  Theresa  Thaler. 

The  issues  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  were  the  most  widespread  Islamic  coins  of  the  19th 
Century.  The  Ottoman  types  were  established  by  Suleyman  I (1520-1566).  They  displayed  the 
“tughra”,  or  monogram  of  the  sultan,  on  the  obverse  and  the  mint  city  inscription,  accession 
date  and  actual  date  of  the  coin  on  the  reverse.  This  standardization  was  conservative  even 
for  the  16th  Century,  but  it  reflected  Muslim  religious  disapproval  of  any  representation  of  the 
human  form  in  art.  The  tughra  had  great  propaganda  value  for  the  Ottoman  state  because 
conspicuous  use  of  the  sultan’s  personal  symbol  could  even  be  understood  by  the  illiterate.

Improvement  in  the  Ottoman  coinage  is  not  limited  to  design  changes  alone.  The  tughra- 
inscription  type  was  retained  by  the  Republic  of  Turkey  as  late  as  1923.  The  modern  issues 
were  dated  from  the  “Tanzimat”  reform  period  when  Abdul  Mejid  (1839-1861)  attempted  to 
put  the  Ottoman  system  on  a par  with  European  coinage.  Much  of  the  depreciated  paper 
money  was  withdrawn  from  circulation,  and  the  Piastre  was  introduced  as  the  monetary  unit. 
Silver  was  issued  in  denominations  of  one  to  twenty  Piastres  and  gold  in  denominations  of 
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five  to  one  hundred  Piastres,  with  a few  larger  gold  pieces  struck  for  presentation  purposes. 
Copper  paras  of  different  values  were  also  struck.  The  silver  twenty  Piastres  was  a handsome 
dollar-sized  piece.  It  filled  an  immediate  need  for  an  Islamic  coin  to  compete  with  the  ever- 
popular  Maria  Theresa  Thaler.  It  was  so  popular  that  it  became  known  as  a “Mejidiyeh”  in 
common  parlance.  The  introduction  of  the  Piastre  unit  was  the  first  really  important  Im- 
perial Turkish  monetary  improvement.  It  can  be  added  that  the  coins  were  mass-produced 
by  steam-mill  machinery  rather  than  by  the  slow  hand-screw  press. 

Ottoman  numismatic  design  does,  however,  show  certain  “modern”  trends  even  with 
the  conservative  types  used.  The  “Mejidiyeh”  sports  a toothed  border,  a ring  of  crescents  and 
stars,  and  a rose  branch.  These  changes  were  a rather  severe  break  from  the  purely  calli- 
graphic patterns  of  the  previous  reigns,  and  very  much  in  the  vogue  of  19th  Century  Euro- 
pean coin  design.  The  issues  of  Abdul  Mejid  remain  basically  conservative,  but  show  some 
limited  signs  of  modernity,  or  at  least  conformity  to  Western  styles.  This  attempt  to  modernize 
while  still  retaining  Islamic  cultural  values  was  in  the  best  tradition  of  the  “Tanzimat”  reforms. 

As  might  be  expected,  the  first  truly  modern  coins  appeared  after  the  end  of  the  Ottoman 
state  when  the  Republic  was  declared  and  Ataturk  undertook  drastic  measures  to  break  with 
the  past.  The  monetary  system  was  retained  but  the  types  were  changed  on  the  first  republican

issues  in  1923.  On  the  gold  the  “tughra”  was  replaced  by  a large  crescent  and  star  with  an 
inscription  and  Muhammadan  date.  The  reverse  bore  two  branches  flanking  an  inscription 
and  Christian  date.  The  minor  coinage  carried  an  inscription  and  date  within  a spray  of 
wheat  ears  on  the  obverse,  and  oak-branch  and  value  on  the  reverse.  In  1933  the  coinage  was 
further  modernized  by  the  adoption  of  a new  currency  unit — the  lira.  The  Latin  alphabet  was 
used,  and  inscriptions  were  arranged  around  the  design  rather  than  being  in  the  center 
as  was  traditional.  Western  numerals  were  used  for  values,  and  the  date  was  now  expressed 
only  in  years  A.  D.  Silver  coins  carried  a portrait  of  Ataturk  on  the  obverse.  By  1933  the 
Turkish  circulating  medium  had  finally  become  truly  Westernized. 

The  Ottoman-Turkish  coinage  demonstrates  the  pattern  of  modernization  in  the  Islamic 
world  in  a microcosm.  At  first  reform  is  undertaken  grudgingly.  Coin  types  remain  basically 
conservative.  Then  the  tempo  speeds  up  as  old  traditions  are  abandoned  or  modified,  as 
shown  by  the  Republican  issues  of  1923.  Finally,  the  past  is  disavowed  completely,  and  reform 
becomes  an  outright  imitation  of  the  West.  In  this  last  stage  we  find  our  parallel  in  the  1933 
Turkish  issue  with  its  use  of  Western  types,  dates  and  inscriptions.  This  last  imitative  stage 
continues  to  the  present  as  Turkey  attempts  to  Europeanize  herself  at  the  expense  of  the 
Islamic  past. 
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Egyptian  coinage  shows  a similar  trend  to  that  just  described  for  Turkey.  Until  1915 
it  was,  of  course,  similar  to  the  Ottoman  coinage.  The  tughra  emblem  was  the  obverse 
design,  and  the  reverse  showed  the  usual  Ottoman  inscription  with  the  addition  of  “Misr”  in 
Arabic  to  denote  Egypt.  During  the  last  half  of  the  19th  Century  the  same  subtle  changes 
occured  as  in  the  parent  Empire  with  the  use  of  new  coining  machinery  and  modified  designs. 
Under  the  British  protectorate  of  1914-1922  the  coinage  remained  purely  inscriptional, 
although  changed  to  reflect  the  new  status  of  Egypt  with  its  own  sultan.  Throughout  this  period 
dates  and  values  were  expressed  in  both  Arabic  and  English  to  show  British  influence.  The 
issues  of  the  independent  Kingdom  (1922-1952)  broke  with  tradition  by  introducing  a profile 
bust  of  the  king  with  Arabic  inscriptions  arranged  in  a circular  fashion.  After  the  proclama- 
tion of  the  Republic  in  1952  new  types  were  needed,  and  the  designers  began  to  draw  on 
the  Pharaonic  rather  than  Islamic  past  for  inspiration.  As  a result  the  coinage  showed  the 
Sphinx,  and  often  carried  the  ancient  winged  sun-disk  symbol.  The  gold  and  silver  com- 
memorative coins  struck  after  1956  combine  originality  with  modern  art  techniques  and 
Pharaonic  devices.  The  issues  of  the  shortlived  United  Arab  Republic  continued  the  trend 
towards  originality  which  Egypt  had  initiated.  If  Egyptian  coinage  is  now  creative  rather 
than  imitative,  it  stsll  lacks  the  brilliance  of  design  shown  by  the  Israeli  coinage.

The  story  of  coinage  modernization  in  Persia  is  especially  interesting.  Fath  Ali  Shah 
(1797-1834)  adopted  a currency  reform  in  which  the  toman  became  the  gold  unit  and  the 
karan  the  main  silver  piece.  He  also  changed  the  coinage  from  an  inscription  type  in  1823 
when  he  introduced  his  own  mounted  figure  on  the  double  gold  tomans.  The  half-tomans 
of  1833  show  him  enthroned.  No  doubt  the  use  of  the  figure  was  an  attempt  to  increase  the 
shah’s  prestige.  In  this  light  it  should  not  be  forgotten  that  early  reforms  in  the  Middle  East 
were  generally  directed  at  the  increased  power  of  the  central  government.  The  appearance  of 
the  monarch  on  the  coinage  was  a simple  means  of  indicting  that  political  power  now  resided 
at  the  center.  In  addition,  the  break  with  the  tradition  of  having  no  human  forms  on  coins 
helped  to  associate  the  ruler  and  his  prestige  with  modernization  in  the  popular  eye. 

Muhammad  Shah  in  1846  introduced  the  Persian  lion  with  raised  sword,  radiate  sun 
behind  and  crown  above,  as  a frequent  obverse  design.  It  is  still  used  on  the  Iranian  coinage. 
In  the  reign  of  Nasr— ed— din  (1844-1896)  portrait  types  of  the  shah  appeared  on  the  gold 
and  some  silver  coins.  Most  of  the  silver  pieces  retained  the  lion  sword  type  as  they  do  today. 
The  founder  of  the  new  Pahlevi  dynasty,  Riza  Shah  (1925-1941),  instituted  a currency  reform 
of  one  hundred  dinars  to  a rial,  and  twenty  rials  to  the  pahlevi,  but  he  kept  the  same  designs 
as  the  previous  Qajar  dynasty.  This  continuation  of  the  older  types,  even  by  a modern  re- 
former, adds  credence  to  the  assertion  that  Riza  Shah  followed  up-to-date  policies  by 
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clothing  them  in  tradition.  The  current  coinage  is  quite  similar  to  that  of  Riza  Shah, 
and  is  therefore  a continuation  of  the  imitative  types  of  the  Middle  East  which  followed 
European  patterns  in  the  late  19th  Century,  and  which  today,  because  of  their  longevity,  are 
now  regarded  as  conservative.  The  present  Shah  is  no  longer  shown  as  a military  figure, 
perhaps  in  an  effort  to  de-emphasize  the  “strongman”  image  of  the  ruler. 

Other  Islamic  countries  of  the  Middle  East  did  not  have  a distinctive  coinage  until  after 
World  War  I.  In  19th  Century  North  Africa  Ottoman  coins  circulated  widely  with  crude 
local  issues  similar  to  those  of  the  independent  Sharifi  sultans  of  Morocco.  Morocco  offers 
another  example  of  defensive  modernization.  Her  carelessly  produced  cast  copper  mazunas,  and 
her  nearly  designless  irregular  silver,  looked  Medieval  even  though  made  into  the  very  late 
19th  Century.  They  contrasted  sharply  with  Spanish  and  French  coins  widely  used  throughout 
the  country.  The  local  currency  was  testimony  to  the  country’s  vulnerability  to  outsiders. 
Its  monetary  backwardness  symbolized  a cultural  and  political  stagnation. 

Coveted  by  France,  Spain  and  Germany  for  her  resources  and  strategic  position,  Morocco 
tried  to  modernize  herself  at  the  turn  of  the  century  to  prevent  being  dismembered  by  the 
European  powers.  As  one  step  in  this  direction  a fine  traditionally  designed  new  coinage  in 
silver  and  bronze  was  introduced  in  1902.  It  was  minted  by  the  most  modern  machinery  in 
Europe  and  Morocco.  Such  steps,  too  late  and  too  little,  were  of  no  avail,  for  France  forced  a 
protectorate  over  Morocco  in  1912.  As  a further  insult,  in  1921  the  old  coinage  system  was 
abandoned,  and  a coinage  based  on  the  French  franc  was  introduced.

After  regaining  its  independence  in  1956  a commemorative  crown  of  500  francs  was 
issued  showing  King  Mohammed  V’s  bust  as  well  as  the  ancient  six-pointed  star  device  and 
religious  inscriptions.  The  coin  was  the  first  to  portray  a Moroccan  ruler.  It  represented  the 
restored  dynasty’s  blend  of  traditionalism  and  modernity.  A new  dirham  monetary  unit  was 
announced  in  1959  as  Morocco  continued  to  re-establish  a connection  with  its  historic  past. 

In  Tunisia,  Morocco  and  Algeria,  French  occupation  resulted  in  bi-lingual  coinages  which 
were  otherwise  conservative  and  undistinguished.  The  issues  of  Tunisia,  Algeria  and  Libya, 
after  World  War  II  have  shown  some  modernization,  but  mainly  imitate  European  designs. 
While  the  Tunisian  coinage  still  remains  largely  inscriptional  it  carries  both  Christian  and 
Muhammadan  dates.  A new  1969  set  of  commemorative  pieces  depicts  the  country’s  rich  pre- 
Islamic  heritage  but  these  medal-like  coins,  produced  in  Italy,  were  not  intended  for  actual 
circulation. 

The  coinage  of  Arabia  is  probably  the  most  conservative  of  the  Islamic  world.  It  is 
almost  purely  inscriptional  and  portrays  only  inanimate  objects.  This  holds  true  for  Iordan. 
Saudi  Arabia,  Yemen,  Muscat  and  Oman,  and  the  Persian  Gulf  States.  The  calligraphic 
designs  on  some  of  these  coins  are  quite  nicely  done  and  rank  high  in  comparison  with 
classical  Islamic  pieces  as  genuine  reflections  of  Arab  culture.  The  forces  of  modernization 
have  been  considerably  less  visible  as  a governmental  plan  in  this  area,  and  imitation  of 
Western  coin  styles  was  never  really  considered  or  desired. 
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The  coins  of  the  Ottomon  Empire  were  used  in  Syria,  Lebanon,  and  Iraq  before 
World  War  I.  After  the  war  these  states  became  mandates  of  France  and  Great  Britain.  The 
mandate  types  all  show  the  strong  influence  of  European  powers,  and  were  bi-lingual.  The 
coinage  of  the  independent  Kingdom  of  Iraq  (1932-1958)  used  the  royal  portrait  with  Arabic 
titles  on  the  obverse.  On  the  reverse  the  denomination  appeared  at  the  center  surrounded  by

inscriptions  in  radial  segments.  This  coinage  was  quite  unusual  in  both  the  design  and  the 
flan  shape  of  some  denominations,  showing  that  Islamic  types  can  be  used  creatively  in  a 
modern  manner. 

Lebanese  coinage  is  bi-lingual  in  French  and  Arabic.  The  designs,  especially  the  cedar 
tree,  are  adapted  from  those  of  the  French  mandate  period.  Syria’s  republican  coinage,  in 
contrast,  is  quite  different.  On  the  obverse  there  is  a distinctive  eagle  with  a shield  on  the 
breast,  while  the  value  surrounded  by  Arabic  legends  appears  on  the  reverse.  These  designs 
indicate  that  Syria  may  soon  develop  an  original  coinage  of  its  own.

The  new  states  of  the  Muslim  world  have  not  yet  had  time  to  develop  coinages  which 
portray  their  own  nascent  national  cultures.  From  necessity,  then,  they  often  retain  older 
tradition  Muslim  patterns,  or  attempt  to  break  away  from  the  past  by  imitating  European 
designs  or  those  of  their  pre-Islamic  national  heritage.  No  doubt  as  national  traditions  become 
more  strongly  established  in  these  countries  the  styles  will  cease  to  be  imitative,  and  will 
attempt  a synthesis  in  a modern  idiom  without  excluding  the  Islamic  past.  This  process 
will  continue  a trend  as  old  as  coinage  itself.

The  1804  Dollar  as  a Value  Guide 

Whatever  may  be  thought  about  the  1804  Dollar,  it  is  certainly  one  of  the  world’s  best 
known  coins.  We  recently  received  the  following  interesting  numismatic  document  from  India: 

I have  got  one  very  old  silver  Coin  of  pre-British  age  in  India.  The  Coin  is  a glorious 
monument  of  antique  reign.  Its  historic  value  surpasses  all  boundary  limits  of  monetary 
measurements.  The  Coin  is  archaeologically  examined  and  analysed  by  Dr.  Cahit  Kinay, 
Director  General  of  antiques  and  museums  Government  of  Turkey.  He  remarks  about  this 
Coin  as  follows  vide  his  letter  No.  40/356f  dated  24  EEIM,  1951:  “The  Coin  belongs  to 
Djelattin  Shah-i-Alem  (1173-1121  H)  (1759-1806  A.D.)  Mongolian  Emperor  in  India  and 
was  minted  in  Murshidabad  on  his  19th  anniversary  of  his  accession  to  the  throne.  ’ ’ 

Dr.  Cahit  Kinay  remarks  vide  above  letter  that  this  very  coin  has  been  preserved  in 
the  British  museum  London.  Please  note  this  very  Coin  has  been  preserved  in  the  LOUVRE 
museum  Paris,  American  Numismatic  Society  New  York.  Dr.  M.  Mosadek  the  then  Prime 
Minister  of  Iran  remarks  that  the  Coin  is  really  a precious  Coin.  One  silver  dollar  not  so 
very  old  but  of  1804  A.D.  was  sold  in  New  York  for  Rs.  1 Lakh  and  33  thousand  ($28,000) 
but  this  Coin  of  mine  goes  far  far  back  to  1777  A.  D.  I have  got  all  documentary  evidences 
in  support  of  all  these  statements  from  all  those  places.

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BOOK  REVIEW

Vermeule,  Cornelius.  NUMISMATIC  ART  IN  AMERICA  — Aesthetics  of  the  United  States 
Coinage.  The  Belknap  Press  of  Harvard  University  Press.  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  1971. 
287  pages.  249  plates.  $20.00. 

Although  coin  collecting  finally  achieved  the  status  of  a publicly  accepted  indoor  sport 
a century  ago  it  did  not  reach  a nearly  universal  popularity  until  after  the  end  of  the  Second 
World  War.  During  the  last  twenty-five  years  the  hobby  has  been  attracting  people  who 
reflect  every  aspect  of  the  national  economic,  social  and  educational  spectrum.  This  great 
upsurge  of  interest  in  numismatic  artifacts  naturally  generated  a demand  for  information 
about  them.  As  a result  the  collector  has  been  provided  with  a steady  stream  of  books, 
pamphlets,  articles,  and  much  that  masquerades  as  news. 

Useful  and  informative  as  many  of  these  publications  sometimes  are,  the  very  popularity 
that  created  them  carries  with  it  a number  of  painfully  obvious  drawbacks.  Without  intending 
to  denigrate  enthusiasm,  it  must  be  recognized  that  the  product  of  the  great  majority  of 
today’s  numismatic  authors  suffers  from  severe  limitations.  It  is  not  well  informed  and  not 
particularly  literate.  Originality  is  submerged  under  constant  repetition  of  the  microscopically 
irrelevant  and  unimportant.  By  way  of  contrast,  the  book  under  review  is  very  well  informed, 
conspicuously  literate,  and  original. 

The  name  of  Cornelius  Vermeule  will  be  familiar  to  many  people  in  the  numismatic 
world  and  to  many  others  who  are  not.  In  1953  he  collaborated  with  Dr.  Norman  Jacobs 
in  their  popular  “JAPANESE  COINAGE”,  now  in  the  process  of  being  reprinted.  In  the 
intervening  years  he  has  become  well  known  in  the  field  of  Archaeology  and  is  at  present 
Curator  of  Classical  Art  in  the  Boston  Museum  and  lecturer  on  Fine  Arts  at  Harvard.  But 
apart  from  his  successful  professional  career  the  author  is  a genuine  specimen  of  that  rare 
bird  - the  trained  numismatist.  In  this  area,  as  well  as  several  others,  he  has  benefited 
from  a close  association  with  Mary  Comstock,  the  Boston  Museum’s  Keeper  of  Coins.  It 
follows  that  he  is  particularly  qualified  to  consider  the  subject  of  our  national  coinage  from 
a viewpoint  seldom  if  ever  adopted  before  in  depth. 

In  discussing  the  aesthetics  of  American  numismatic  art  Dr.  Vermeule  explains  the  influ- 
ences brought  to  bear  on  the  designs  of  coins  and  medals  in  this  country  from  the  early 
Republic  to  the  present  day.  In  the  process  he  has  given  us  a beautifully  written  and  stimu- 
lating work.  It  is  our  good  fortune  that  he  has  been  well  served  by  his  publisher  who  has 
produced  a splendidly  printed  and  illustrated  volume.  The  device  of  using  many  coins  and 
medals  (some  enlarged  and  some  not,  depending  on  the  size  of  the  original)  in  broad 
margins  assures  the  reader  that  the  subject  under  discussion  will  be  handily  keyed  to  the  text. 
In  addition  there  are  many  plates  of  original  artist’s  designs,  trial  strikes  and  even  some 
of  the  classical  sculpure  that  served  as  models,  or  as  an  inspiration  for  the  artist. 

It  is  just  possible  that  there  may  be  those  collectors  who,  after  considering  the  title  of 
Dr.  Vermeule’s  new  book,  will  conclude  that  such  things  as  art  and  aesthetics  are  not  for 
them.  We  hope  not.  Such  a Philistine  attitude  can  only  bring  a deserved  retribution.  The 
author  knows  his  subject,  he  can  write  with  a deft  touch  and  is  gifted  with  a pleasantly 
sardonic  sense  of  humor.  Anyone  interested  in  numismatics  owes  it  to  himself  to  read  this 
book,  not  just  for  the  fascinating  things  the  author  has  to  tell,  but  for  the  sheer  pleasure  of  it.
